"The butcher has no m eat— 
"That’s the third Reich,”

Other Results 
The committee contends 
that 
one result is that children go short 
of food and clothing. It further 
charges that thousqjnds 0f boy s re­ 
ceive coup ons regularly and return 
them in their fathers’ or brothers’ 
names. The p ools are said to have 
recruited a large arm y of new 
gam blers; thousands begin with 
football p ools, 
go on to racing 
p ools for the summer, and finally 
become race course and dog-rac­ 
ing p unters. 
Pool betting, the churchmen say , 
even more than other forms of 
gambling, 
fosters 
sup erstition. 
Among reasons given for success 
have been “A L ittle Blackchina 
Pig,” “the dog licked the coup on” 
“my hair was cut by a red-haired 
barber on Friday ” and “the cou­ 
p on was kissed by my little boy .” 
“There is reason to believe,” the 
committee said, “th at a consider­ 
able p ercentage of the trta l win­ 
nings are obtained by fraudulent 
means.”

LONDON.—(UP)—A campaign 
to raise the wages of women 
workers to a minimu m of $10 a 
week is to be lau nched by Great 
Eritain’s biggest trad e u nion— 
the Transport and General W ork­ 
ers. 
Ernest Bev in, the u nion’s gen­ 
eral secretary , said the campaign 
will apply to women in many in­ 
d u stries which the u nion cov ers. 
The u nion has been largely in­ 
flu enced in its d ecision by the 
enormou s increase in the rate of 
ou tpu t by women u nd er mod ern 
mechanical cond itions. 
It hold s 
that wages paid to women in 
many callings now bear no proper 
relation to the v alu e of what they 
prod u ce. 
It is felt by the u nion that 
women are still su ffering from 
the trad ition of low wages which 
ex isted before the World war, 
when the av erage wage for wom­ 
en was abou t 11 shillings ($2.7 5) 
a week, and wages of 8 shillings 
($2.00) and 10 shillings ($2.50) 
were common. 
In sev eral ind u stries wages are 
still only 26 shillings to 32 shill­ 
ings ($6 .50 to $8 ) for a 48 -hou r 
week. 
In the ju te ind u stry the 
women’s minimu m r a t e is 26 
shillings 6 pence ($6 .6 2) and in 
the cable-making ind u stry from 
28 shillings 6 pence to 32 shillings 
6 pence ($7 .12 to $8 .12). 
There are abou t 7 ,000,000 wom­ 
en employ ed in the United King­ 
d om. 
Among these 303,000 are 
engaged in the hotel, board ing 
hou se and 
restau rant 
ind u stry , 
245,000 in the tobacco, food and 
d rink trad es, 85,000 in engineer­ 
ing, and 237 ,000 in v ariou s other 
metal trad es, with 6 4,000 in the 
chemicals and paint and oil trad es.

o pinio ns the co mmittee has stated, “Yet, with 
reso u rces o f man and m aterials all to gether 
adequ ate to attain the o bjectiv es desired by all 
and to fu rnish plenty fo r all, the o ppressiv e fact 
rem ains th a t the eco no mic machine is stalled 
o n dead center.” 
There nev er has been ev idence su bm itted by

I adm it 
th at it is an anathem a to me to hav e the New 
Deal pay ing abo u t $1,000,000,000 fo r silv er th at 
is no t needed. I adm it th a t it is an anathem a to 
me to hav e the President hav e the po wer to change 
the m easu re o f v alu e o f mo nies a t his will. I ad­ 
mit th a t it is an anathem a to me to hav e the New 
Deal endo w wo rkers in fo reign lands by selling 
them w heat a t 20 cents a bu shel less than they 
perm it it to be so ld to their o wn wo rkers.

The chemists, the ex ­ 
perts in nu tritio n, and the phy si­ 
cians hav e co mbined to dev elo p 
at least nine different su bstances 
which are inclu ded in this v ita­ 
min B co mplex , and which seem 
to hav e specific effects in the 
bo dies o f birds, beasts, ro dents o r 
men. One o f them , called v itamin 
B, is kno wn scientifically as thia­ 
min chlo ride. This also is the anti- 
beriberi 
v itamin and the

neu ritic v itamin. It is kno wn to 
be u sefu l in taking care o f cases 
o f beriberi, alway s cau sed by its 
absence, and o f being u sefu l in 
certain fo rms o f neu ritis which re­ 
su lt when v itamin B, is absent 
fro m the diet. 
It is kno wn to be necessary fo r 
o ptimu m gro wth in children, and 
it is believ ed to b. o f v alu e ir. pre­ 
v enting lack o f appetite in certain 
cases in which lack o f appetite re­ 
su lts fro m a deficiency o f v itamin 
B. 
There are certain cases in which 
neu ritis o ccu rs apparently asso ­ 
ciated with the lack o f this v ita­ 
min.

—in fact is repo rted to hav e re­ 
ceiv ed it o ne y ear 
in 
adv ance. 
H art is asso ciated with Caldwell 
Bro thers, related to Geo rge Cald­ 
well, no w indicted fo r WPA bu ild­ 
ing scandals. 
H art was also re­ 
v ealed by the Bato n Ro u ge grand 
ju ry as hav ing been a backer o f J. 
M. Smith. 
Yet 
the 
PWA 
inv estigato rs 
white-washed the who le thing. 
Ho t Ho t Oil 
No natu rally the fo lks in Lo u is­ 
iana also are keeping their fingers 
cro ssed regarding the impending 
inv estigatio n o f o il. 
Ju st o n the 
face o f it, this lo o ks as if it 
co u ld be the ju ciest o f all inv esti­ 
gatio ns. 
Go v erno r Lo ng recently 
remo v ed Dr. J. A. Shaw, head o f 
the minerals div isio n o f the state 
co nserv atio n departm ent, bu t did 
no thing abo u t 
William Rankin, 
head o f the departm ent. 
Shaw was charged with selling 
m aterials u sed by o il co mpanies.

made in Michigan; bo ats bu ilt by 
the Ro binso n Marine M anu factu r­ 
ing Co mpany o f Bento n Harbo r, 
Mich., and by W heeler o f Bro o k­ 
ly n. 
Many o f these bo ats, prev ­ 
io u sly in the po ssessio n o f Bo ats, 
Inc., no w are in the serv ice o f the 
D epartm ent o f Co nserv atio n.

Rankin as head o f the co nserv a­ 
tio n departm ent, and when he re ­ 
tired fro m the jo b he was o ne o f 
the biggest o il pro du cers in the 
state.

which Rankin has been erecting

bled to gether u ntil news o f Bato n 
Ro u ge scandals bro ke. Then su d­

The cro w Is no t su ppo sed to hav e 
any intelligence. He do es no t reach 
his co nclu sio ns, we are to ld, by a 
pro cess o f reaso ning, bu t is gu ided by

the cro w po ssesses an intellect. 
Back in “Old Virginia” when the 
writer was “gro wing u p” o n a farm, 
the cro ws gav e the farmers co nsider­ 
able tro u ble in the spring. They 
watched the farmers as they planted 
co rn, and when it came u p, they 
wo u ld light and ex tract the y o u ng 
blade fro m the gro u nd, and feast o n 
the swo llen grain. They didn’t care 
fo r the “blade." It was the grain be­ 
neath the su rface, that was the at­ 
tractio n. In o ther wo rds the cro w had 
the “intellectu al capacity ” to see be­ 
neath the su rface. This characteristic 
wo u ld hav e made the cro w lo neso me 
as a Co ngressman. Bu t in “pu lling u p 
the y o u ng co rn,” he disregarded fu ­ 
tu re general welfare, and co mmitted 
himself to a po licy o f eco no mic de­ 
stru ctio n. This destru ctiv e character­ 
istic wo u ld hav e made him po pu lar 
in Washingto n as a “statesman.” 
In the farmer’s attempts to o u twit 
th<* cro w and sav e his co rn cro p, he 
gathered so me interesting info rma­ 
tio n with reference to the intellec­ 
tu al capacity o f the bird. He learned 
that the cro w was able to calcu late 
the range o f the farmer *a gu n, and 
had the wisdo m to keep himself o u t­ 
side o f this range. Hence, the farmer 
was fo rced to reso rt to strategy in 
o rder to get in “sho o ting distance" 
o f his enemy . The strategy was to , 


co nstru ct a “blind” in the co rnfield, 
and co v er it with bru sh. The plan 
was fo r the farmer to hide himself in 
this blind with his gu n. and wait fo r 
the raid o f the cro ws. Bu t he disco v ­ 
ered that if the cro ws saw him go In 
the blind, and they were generally 
o n watch du ty , they wo u ld po stpo ne 
the raid, and remain o u t o f range. 
Then the farmer tried the ru se o f 
hav ing two perso ns go into the 
“blind.” and letting o ne go o u t in the 
o pen and leav e the field. Bu t this 
ru se wo u ldn’t wo rk. The cro ws knew 
that there was still a man in the 
“blind,'.’ and they refu sed to co me 
near. Bu t the farmer disco v ered by 
ex periment that if three perso ns went 
in the blind, and two left, he co u ld 
fo o l the cro ws. He disco v ered the 
impo rtant fact that a cro w can co u nt 
two , bu t he hasn’t the intellectu al 
capacity to co u nt three. Bu t the ca­ 
pacity to co u nt o ne in the field o f 
eco no mics is the limit o f the intellec­ 
tu al capacity o f the av erage citizen. 
He can’t co u nt two . He is u nable to 
get into the “cro w class” tn the realm 
o f eco no mic reaso ning. 
The av erage citizen may be co u nted 
o n to o ppo se any increase in direct 
tax es becau se he can co u nt o ne, and 
hence can co mprehend a direct tax . 
On the o ther hand, he may be co u nted 
o n to su ppo rt any mo v ement to in­ 
crease indirect tax es becau se he 
hasn’t the mental capacity to co u nt 
two , and hence can’t fo llo w the pro c­ 
ess o f adding the tax es to the price* 
he pay s fo r the things he bu y s. By 
the v ery simple metho d o f adding 
tax es to prices, the demago gu e may 
lead the masses o f the peo ple to de­ 
stro y the go v ernment and destro y 
themselv es financially u nder the hal­ 
lu cinatio n that they hav e no tax 
bu rden. 
The fo u nders o f o u r go v ernment 
u ndersto o d the mental inclinatio n 
o f the cro wd. Hence they gav e to the 
go v ernment, that wo u ld be u nder the 
co ntro l o f the cro wd, o nly limited and 
specific po wers. By giv ing u s a Co n­ 
stitu tio n they attempted to pro tec* 
o u r civ ilizatio n against mass attack! 
led by demago gu es o n the fu ndamen­ 
tals o f go v ernment With the Co nsti­ 
tu tio n ‘ ex plained away ," we are left 
witho u t any adequ ate defense.

For the first three years, rough­ 
ly measurin g, mothers have lit­ 
tle trouble with their children be­ 
yon d what the daily routin e im­ 
poses.

with

him, is registered on the child’s 
min d an d has its effect in the sum 
of his thin kin g, an d the kin d of 
his growth. 
He catches the var­ 
ied feelin gs an d attitudes of those 
who touch him. 
The touch of a 
han d carries a true message from 
the min d an d heart behin d it to 
the child. 
If that han d is sure 
an d gen tle an d charged with lov­ 
in g kin dn ess, that is the message 
it takes to the child’s min d. Those 
are the forces that affect the atti­ 
tudes an d the health of his min d, 
an d they will be good. 
If the 
words he hears are good words, 
stron g in good cheer, en courage­ 
men t, lovin g guidan ce, he lean s 
hard on them an d they n ourish 
his min d an d soul. 
Durin g the first years of his 
helpless in fan cy he lies in his crib, 
plays about on the floor, soakin g 
in these experien ces an d buildin g 
up his ideals an d ideas in the si­ 
len ce of his bein g. 
Growth goes 
on there daily. 
Attitudes an d 
habits are set that remain for a 
lifetime. 
Powers are stimulated 
in to action which will determin e 
the child’s future to a large ex­ 
ten t. 
All the time his mother 
an d relatives are lookin g upon him 
as a baby to be fed an d cared for 
but n ot much of a person in his 
own right, n ot on e to be regarded 
with courtesy, con sideration an d 
reveren ce, he is busily en gaged in 
learn in g from them, an d of them. 
They have n o spiritual secrets 
from the wise-eyed in fan ts who so 
quietly regards them. 
He has 
taken n ote of them all an d added 


to his person ality all that they 
can give. 
Chan ges take place daily in the 
min d an d body of this in fan t an d 
he is tran sformed before the un ­ 
seein g eyes of his family. 
On e 
day he aston ishes on e of them by 
showin g a character they had n ot 
coun ted on at all. He has a will, 
an d a way with him, an d force 
to back it up. 
Now all the ex­ 
perien ces that wen t in to the mak­ 
in g of his character return in his 
behavior. 
Whatever wen t in is 
boun d to come out. 
This process of hidden growth 
is un dern eath the behavior of the 
child who, on e astoun din g day, de­ 
fies his mother, calls her n ames, 
kicks an d beats her with all his 
tin y might. The same process lies 
un dern eath the behavior of the 
child who when told to do some­ 
thin g he would rather n ot do asks 


“Why must I, m other?” When told 
that he must because some thin gs 
just have to be don e, he sets 
about it more or less cheerfully. 
Every experien ce that in fan ts 
meet affects their growth an d in 
time their behavior. 
The first 
three years are train in g years for 
the n ext three, an d those for the 
n ext period, on through adoles­ 
cen ce an d up to maturity. There 
is n o magic in child train in g but 
there is much real livin g, with all 
that implies.
